Voters authorize 
recall election

ALBANY — Mayor 
Joyce Jackson, Vice- 
Mayor Patrick Griffin and 
Councilman Mike Gleason 
became subject to a recall 
election Friday. The action 
was mandated by the ver- 
ified signatures of 2,080 
Albany petitioners. 

“County. officials check- 
ing the names pefitioning 
for the recall vote stoppe 
counting when 2,080 names 
had been verified’, Albany 
City Clerk Patricia De- 
ar aed said this morning. 
“The recall Committee 
Thursday turned in 2,200 
signatures and announced,

ALBANY — Councilman 
Mike Gleason, one of three 
city council members who 
are the object of a recall 
election prompted by the 
resignation of the city ad- 
ministrator, still strongly 
defends his belief that a 
new administrator is 
needed. 

‘‘A new administrator 
will benefit the city more 
than any other single ac- 
tion we have taken in the 
entire three years,’’ he 
said yesterday. ‘‘It is clear 
to anyone who looks at the 
city that it is simply not 
organized.” 

Mayor Jackson was out 
of town, and Griffin would 
not comment on the recall. 

Gleason, however, called 
the city ‘‘chaotic”’ and said 
it is operating on a 
“crisis-to-crisis situation 
without any clear delinea- 
tion of authority between 
departments.” He said the 
city lost a half million dol- 
lar grant because of “lack 
of coordination’ between 
the city administrator and 
his departments. 

City Administrator 
James Turner. quit on May 
9 at the “‘request”’ of the 
three council members. 

Gleason, pointing to one 
example of ‘‘conflict”’ 
within the city, said 
Turner was the architect 
with the former council of 
the landfill plan but he was 
“moving in a different di- 
rection from the new 
plan.” 

Gleason also noted that 
since the council members 
“have tried to give the city 
an honest government.” ‘‘I 
don’t think anyone ques- 
tions integrity. We have 
consistently acted for the 
community interest,’’ he 
added. 

As for the recall move- 
ment’s charge of the trio 
not being accountable to 
the citizens, Gleason said 
they have encouraged pub- 
lie responsibility and ac- 
countability, opened up 
meetings and have urged 
the pablie to speak out. 

Gleason also noted that 
business in Albany has hit 
a 20-year high on taxable 
sales. ‘‘The Chamber of 
Commerce says business 
has never been better,” he 
said. 

“T have done my very 
best to serve people of the 
community and always 
have tried to be honest 
with reasons for my ac- 
tions and not play politics 
as usual. I have faced two 
hard decisions,’’ Gleason 
said, ‘The hardest was the 
issue of the: adminis- 
trator.”

Janis Mulhall, chairwo- 
man of the Recall Commit- 
tee, admitted that ‘while 
anticipating victory, I didn’t 
think it would come so 
quickly — the response has 
been overwhelming.

Berkeley’s first bicycle safety pro- 
gram is under way, working to create a 
safer environment for the city’s approx- 
imately 50,000 bicycle riders. 

Funded with a one-year grant of 
$10,000 from the Office of Traffic Safety in 
Sacramento, the Bicycle Education and 
Safety Program is administered through also amember 
keley Wheelmen. 

There were no bicycle fatalities in 
Berkeley in 1976, but police statistics 
show 120 accidents where injuries occur- 
red and there were also many other acci- 
dents, faiis and minor collisions, never 
reported to the police, but may have been 
quite serious. 

Acyclist may fall and continue riding, 
Ritchie said, only to find later the same 
day that his bruised hand is broken, a 
common cycling injury. That accident 
never becomes a statistic. Ritchie 
suggests that the total of accidents in 
Berkeley during 1976 was probably 1000. 

“These accidents are not just happen- | 
ing to children, about 60 percent of re © ee 
ported accidents involve people over 18 bart 
and the people most likely to be involved 
in a serious accident are males between 
the ages of 18 and 30. Most people could 
avoid accidents if they were better rid- i

“Bicycles are a real problem in Ber- 
keley,” Ritchie said.

They are not aware they 
are vehicles and have to obey the same 
rules as car drivers. Even when they are 
aware of the rules. they don’t always put 
them into practice. 
“Probably more than half of the 
people who ride quiet well. But others, out 
of ignorance or laziness, break every 
common-sense rule of the road and en- 
danger their own safety and give cyclists 
a bad name.” 
The most common mistakes that cyc- 
lists make, Ritchie said, are riding on the 
wrong side of the road, riding through 
stop signs and red lights, failing to make 
proper signals and perhaps the most 
dangerous, riding at night without lights 
or reflectors.

_ BERKELEY — A stro 
correlation between har 
work and a healthy heart 
has been demonstrated in 
the results of a 22-year study. 
conducted by public heal 
Scientists at the University 
of California in Berkeley. 

The study probed the lives 
and work patterns of more 
than 3,600 longshoremen in 
San Francisco, but the re- 
sults appear to hold impor- 
tant lessons for people in all 
walks of life. 

A regular pattern of hard 
pete work, the scientists 

ound, was accompanied by 

as much as a 50 percent re- 
duction in risk of fata} heart 
attack for the entire group 
studied. ‘ 

The findings were drawn 
from comparisons of 
longshoremen assigned to 

ihly strenuous tasks with 
others assigned to lighter 
work or sedentary jobs. 

Longshoremen between 
the ages of 35 and 54 who 
worked at the most strenu- 
ous jobs had the lowest risk 
of fatal heart attack, the 
study showed. 

Less active, younger 
longshoremen ran a three 
times higher risk of suffer- 
ing a fatal heart attack than 
did those who worked at 
strenuous jobs. 

Review of fatal heart at- 
tacks revealed that the less 
active men were also three 
times more likely to die un- 
expectedly and rapidly 
(that is, within an hour after 
the attack). 

Although earlier evidence 
has linked inactivity to 
coronary disease, the new 
UC Berkeley findings a 
pear to offer the most strik- 
ing confirmation yet that 
strenuous work and exer- 
cise can pay high health di- 
vidends in protecting people 
against heart attacks. 

Conducting the study 
were Ralph S. Paffen- 
barger, Jr., a physician and 
protessor of epidemiology, 
and Richard Brand, an as- 
Sociate professor of bios- 
tatistics, both of the School 
of Public Health on the Ber- 
keley campus. 

The first full report on the 
research appeared in the 
March issue of the Ameri- 
ean Journal of Epidemiol-

During the 22-year period, 
395 of the 3686 workers (or 
about 11 percent) suffered 
fatal heart attacks.

fered 70 percent of the heart

The scientists speculate 
that if their theory is correct 
— that there is a cause- 
and-effect relationship bet-' 
ween hard work and a low 
rate of heart disease — the 
could then calculate that the 
longshoremen could have 
reduced the 395 heart at- 
tacks by as much as 70 to 100 
percent had they all worked 
at high energy jobs, had not 
smoked, and had main- 
tained lower blood pressure 
levels.

Cigarette 
smoking was the second 
most common risk factor. | 

The study began in 1951 | 
when the longshoremen | 
were first grouped by age | 
and work activity and 
screened for cigarette 
smoking, obesity and ab- 
normal sugar metabolism.

SAN FRANCISCO — Al- 
most 20 ache fewer job- 
less workers claimed un- 
employment benefits in the 
Bay Area last month than in 
May of 1976, continuing an 
unbroken five-month 
downward string this year. 

Ina mid-May count by the 
State Employment De- 
bh tie Department of 
five Bay Area counties, the 
total this year was 75,051, 
compared with 93,366 last 


May. 

The difference was 18,315 
and 19.6 percent — heaviest 
decline both in volume and 
proportion so far this year. 
“ But almost one-third of 
the drop was because a fed- 
erally funded emergency 
unemployment insurance 
program ended April 30 and 
new claims could no longer 
be filed under it. Excluding 
that factor, last month’s 
overall claims decrease was 
about one percentage point 
better than the average for 
the first four months of this 
year.

May of 1976 are: Regular
